To the Chairman and Members of the 
Church Urban District Council, 


Mr. Chairman, Madam and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present to you my Annual Report on the Health and 
Sanitary Administration of the Urban District of Church for the year ending 
31st December, 1963. 


It will be seen that the population of the district increased substan- 
tially between 1951 and 1961 but the indications are that it has now become 
steady. Both birth rate and death rate shows considerable fluctuations, but 
in view of the actual small number of the figures involved, one should view 
this very cautiously. 


The incidence of infectious disease has been low, 


The real problem in the district is, of course, the existence of a good 
deal of old property which is below present day standards and is poorly 
arranged, It is indeed unfortunate that in former generations houses of this 
type were only too solidly built. Unfortunately, our predecessors in the 
last century have left for us an unhappy legacy of such property. Dealing 
with these is complicated by the general fact that housing has not yet 
caught up with demand, The occurrence in the last fifty years of two major 
wars held up action and building costs have steadily mounted. To take one 
example alone, the existence of waste water closets which were so irres- 
ponsibly created in past generations, has left for us today a substantial 
amount of work and expense. One notices, for example, that in over two 
hundred cases, choking of these most unsatisfactory articles and of drains 
has had to be dealt with at the cost of time and energy and forty-one 
conversions have been carried out during the year. However some progress is 
being made and it will be noted that the very poor Railway Street Area is 
being dealt with. 


I thank you, Mr. Chairman, and the Committee and my colleagues, in 
particular Mr. Palk, for ready and friendly co-operation throughout the year,

The third zone came into operation on the 1st August, 1963. It was 
intended that the fourth zone would be operational from lst September, 
1964, but the revised production policy of the Gas Boards delayed this. 
During 1963 and the immediately succeeding years the Gas Boards propose 
to greatly increase the production of gas from oil, purchase gas from 
the 0il Companies and also import natural gas, and this new policy reduces 
the demand for coal. Thus it became obvious that a guarantee to produce 
gas coke and phimax for all times could not be maintained, although 
existing areas would be safeguarded. 


In consequence of this the Ministry of Housing & Local Government 
issued revised instructions to Local Authorities, who were enabled to pay 
grants for the installation of solid fuel room heaters and gas fires. 
Whether or not these appliances will be accepted in smoke controlled 
areas time will tell, but the extensive sale of these appliances without 
grant aid during the past year indicates a change in heating habits.

1. Houses approximately 90 years old. 


A large number of houses, chiefly situated in Chapel Ward, are about 
90 years old, A preliminary survey indicates that the Council may be 
called upon to consider statutory action in respect of about 350 houses 
during the next fifteen to twenty years. 


As maintenance costs are continually rising more and more of these 
houses are becoming uneconomic to maintain in a fit condition, and 
generally they are of a type where modern conveniences cannot be installed.
